WHEREAS  said  Moyie,  ylelding  to  the  infiaenc©  of  tke  àdYersaïyÊ  becanae  a  satismeiseï  atid  caBa- 
plainer  and  fauit  finder  of  his  brethreiis  aad  paitieularly  leveiled  his  fauitfinding  and  murmeriiig  Sgainst 
members  of  the  Board  of  Direct^ora  of  said  Society  and  of  the.

WHEREAS  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Society,  for  the  information  and  protection  of  the  many 
servants  of_JEHOyAH  GOD»  who  are  members  ot  said  Society^  causedto  be  jraMished  in  the  Watch- 
towex  a  statement  concetiiiog  the  improper  condwct  of  said  Mojl^i  aa3! 

WHEREAS  the  said  Moyle  later,  without  excuse  and  in  violation  of  the  Sssiptîîress  instituted  and  now 
prosecutes  in  thé  worldly  courts  a  suit  at  iaw  against  the  directors  of  the  WATCHTOWER, BIBLE  AND 
TRACT  SOCIETY  for  siander  and  libd  and  whereby,  "For  filthy  lucres  sake'  (Titus  \:\\  )he  dWïïànds 
the  sum  of  $  1 00.000.00;,  well  knowing'  that  any  am  ount  he  raight  collect  by»  reaSon  of  said  iàW  mût  ^at 
thesame  would  be  taken  from  fundswhoily  devoted  to  THE  THEOCRAGY,  aadhsiice  his  action  is 
fighting  against  JEHOVAH"S  organization.  Xh®  sctiog,  of  said  Moyle  in  iastitutiïig  and  prosecuting.

WHEREAS  said  Moyle  siace  the  institution  of  said  iaw  suit  in  the  courts  9|  the  woxld  has  sent  ©ut 
and  coîstinues  tp  send  out,  circulate  and  publish  letters  and  literature  in  .oppositioa  to  the  officers-  and 
servaEts  oi  smd  WATCHTOWER  BIBLE  AND  TRACT  SOCIETE  .aad  m  pppositioîi  to  the  Hteratare 
pmbEshed  by^sîàd  Sodg^»  and  wfaich  h&  does  with  the  manifest  purpose  of  causmg  a  division  amoagst 
God's  servaatsi 

NOW  THEREFORE  this  convention  of  JEHOVAH'S  servants  with  malice  toward  none  but  with  good 
wiîi  toward  aU  wh©  love  righteoîjsness  deem  it  to  be  their  duty  and  obligaidon  to  call  attention  to  thm 
brethren  generally  throughout  thé  land  to  the  aforesaid  unscripturai  copduct  oï  said  Moyle  and  to  set 
f orth  fhese  facts  and  Scriptures,  whici:^  show  that  h®  has  made  himself  one  of  the  evil  servant  class  des- 
cribed  by  the  Lord  at  Matthew  24:49  and  2  Thessoîonians  2:1»I5. 

WE  THEREFOjRE  admonisb  and  advise  aU  persons  who  are  devoted  to  the  THEOCRATIC  GOV- 
ERNMENT by  Christ  Jésus  that  they  avoid  said  Moyle  and  the  îiterature  and  pubîicatioas  which  he  cir- 
culâtes in  opposition  to  the  WATCHTOWER  BIBLE  AND  TRACT  SOCIETY,  and  i»  doing  so  that  out 
brethren  be  guided  by  the  Scripture  which  says:  "Now  1  beseech  you,  Brethren,  mark  them  which  cause 
divisions  and  offenses  contraify  to  the  doctrine  which  ye  hâve  leamedj  and  avoid  them.  For  they  that 
are  sach  serve  liot  our  Lord  Jésus  Christ,  but  their  own  beily;  and  by  good  words  and  faîr  speeches  de- 
ceive  the  hearts  of  the  simple.*'' — -Roman  Î6:I7,  18.       (See  aiso  I  Timothy  3:6)  . 

WE  DO  HEREBY  give  thanfes  to  the  Lord  that  He-  caused  His  seïvants.  the  Boardiof  Dîïectors  of  said 
Society,  and  the  WATCHTOWER,  to  publish  in  the  WATCHTOWER  a  notlee  of  wammg  against  the 
improper  conduct  of  said  Moyîe  to  the  end  that  alî  f aithful  ones  might  be  advised  and  ïhat  tSere  Ee  ng 
hindrance  to  the*forward  movement  of  the  witaess  work,  in  which  God's  f  aithful  servants  are  engagéd, 
and  which  said  Warning  Moyle  makes  the  basis  for  his  damage  suiti  We  further  advise  |tiîd  admônish 
ail  who  love  JEHOVAH  andHiS  GOVERNMENT,  by  CHRIST  JESUS,  to  put  forth  eveiy  |>ossible  ef- 
fort to  ïiaake  knoWn  the  name  of  JEHOVAH  and   His  Kingdem. 

The'Chamnan  somoimsecl  that  the  ResoîaîîoH  was  uîîanîeiQUsIy  adopted  by  i0S,OO0  In  attœîdance  at 
the  1941  Hieocratlc  Assemjbly  0I  Jdhovah's  witnessot. 
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report  on  the  viUIlj  important  epeech  on  "Integrity"  by  Jadge 
Rutberford,  and  by  its  untrue  peisonal  alaps  ftt  the  speaker.  A 
swift  and  deserved  retnbntion  and  judgment  came  :  st  five  o'doek 
tbiB  evenmg  there  was  released  for  cireolatioD  among  the  people  of 
St.  LoQta  Ûte  prmted  eopj  of  wbat  the  speaker  actoally  did  tay 
m  his  speecb.  The  Augnst  15  issoe  of  The  Watektovtr  eootaised 
tbe  full  text  o£  the  speecb,  and  dow  tfaoaaands  of  copies  of  tbia 
tssue  were  made  available  to  magazine  distributora  to  pat  out  im- 
mediately.  This  nnexpeeted  chance  to  letura  the  fire  of  the  enemy 
tbrilled  God'a  people,  and  fortb  they  went  with  tbis  new  ammu- 
nition  ftith  botlmg  zeal,  and  sbortly  tbe  entire  enpply  of  ail 
magazine»  was  ezhansted.  Tbe  pro-Catholio  Globe  Dmwerat  of 
St  Louis  spoke  of  tbe  speaker  (a  native  Mussourian)  as  a  "taU, 
BALOn<a,  wmg-coUaied  Califonuan",  tnocb  after  tbe  manner  as 
wben  tbe  prophet  Elisha  was  on  his  way  to  Bethel  and  many 
rehgious  youtbs  came  ont  and  mocked,  saying,  "Go  np,  thon  bald 
head-,  go  up,  tbou  bald  head!"  and  Ëlisha  tamed  and  uttered 
Jchovah's  judgment  upon  tbem  and  two  she-bears  fr<nn  tbe  forest 
came  and  'tore'  42  of  tbem.  Doubtless  by  tbe  time  this  assembly 
closed  the  pttblic  press  feit  it  bad  been  torn  by  the  daws  of  some- 
thing  far  worse  than  two  literal  bears  and  that  a  "cnrse"  rested 
upon  it  for  its  stubbom  course  of  «lUful,  lying  mockery  against 
tbe  Elisha  work  today  and  tbose  domg  it. 

Attendances  at  tbe  sessions  increased,  as  tbe  assembly  m- 
creased  to  70,000  attendants,  the  nnmber  originally  pnbiisbed  as 
expected  ;  and  thousands  more  were  yet  en  route  to  St.  Lonis. 
Mucb  profit  was  derived  from  today  hearing  capable  speakers 
deal  witb  sneb  s  abjects  as  "Magazme  Route  Work",  "Magasine 
Street  Witnessmg,"  "Courage,"  "Jael's  Expenences"  "Zone  As- 
sembîy  and  Its  Pnrpose,"  and  "Coreoant  Obligations".  Tbese 
speecbes  stressed  Jehovah's  Théocratie  orgasization  and  ite  struc- 
ture, and  the  work  it  is  now  commissioned  to  do,  and  tbe  effective 
ways  of  getting  tbe  witness  done;  also  tbe  requirement  to  obey 
organisation  arrangements,  and  onr  obligations  as  conseerated 
Cbristians  to  fulflll  our  side  of  the  covenant  witb  Jebovab  Qod 
as  bis  faithful  and  tme  witn^ses,  if  we  would  gain  life  and  bave 
part  in  tbe  vmdication  of  bis  gieatly  reproached  faoly  name.

This  was  notably  Koneers'  Day.  Due  to  Jehovab'e  loving  pro- 
vision tbrough  bis  visible  organisation  more  than  d,000  piooeers 
ÎTOta  Amènes  and  other  tands  were  enabted  to  come  and  share 
the  glorions  Kmgdom  service  at  St.  Louis.  Ail  rcgistered  as  such 
on  amvaJ,  and  tbe  Society  provided  free  meals  for  thetn  and  also 
ToomiQg  accommodations  for  as  many  as  needed  it  Tbis  supports 
that  tbe  Society  is  in  very  tmtb  a  "charitable"  orçanization  even 
aceording  to  the  définition  of  tbe  wortdJy  law.  There  was  a  bootb 
m  tbe  Àrens  corridor  marked  "New  Pioneers",  and  up  till  this 
point  300  new  pioneers  bad  already  signed  np  at  tbis  assembly, 
one  bemg  a  seven-year-old.  (Before  tbe  convention  closed  more 
than  700  bad  signed  np.)  Tbe  présent  pioneer  band  uciudes  some 
men  86  years  old  and  some  women  77  years  otd,  and  some  cbildren 
nine  years  of  âge.  'Aceording  to  tbe  faith  of  ail  such  be  it  nnto 
tbem,'  as  Jésus  said, 

At  3  pm.  ail  tbe  pioneers  bad  assembled  in  the  main  audi- 
tonum  in  front  of  the  speakers'  platform,  tbeir  identification 
cards  admitttng  them,  The  rest  of  The  Arena  was  ail  packed  ont 
agam,  by  other  publishers.  Dwelling  on  the  subject  "Pioneer's 
Place  in  the  Oiganisation"  a  speaker  empbasized  that  "tbe  tune 
of  independent  isolation  of  the  pioneers  is  past"  and  now  they 
miïst  faithfully  co-operate  alao  with  tbe  régional  and  sone  serv- 
ants and  witb  the  organized  eompanies  with  wbieh  many  are 
associa ted.  Anotber  speaker  considered  "Pioneer  Reqmrements" 
and  stresaed  the  need  for  meeting  the  "h ours"  requirement  to 
rem  ai  a  permanently  in  tbe  work,  and  that  the  back-caUs  made 
by  pioneers  sbonld  be  increased.  In  the  United  States  only  6.5  per- 
cent of  ail  publishers  were  pioneera,  wbereas  in  tbe  Bntisb  Islec 
11  percent  are  tueh,  and  henoe  thia  eoontry  eonld  well  inereaw 


its  pereentage  of  pioneers.  In  tbis  connection  the  speaker  rcad  a 
letter  from  a  St.  Louis  radio  annonneer  setttng  out  the  frank 
statemest  by  a  prominent  religions  lectnrer  from  Bntam  concern- 
iiig  the  stabilizîng  and  heartening  effect  tbe  fearless  witness  work 
of  Jehovah's  witnenes  has  upoa  the  morale  of  the  Bntish  people 
dnring  tbis  war,  and  also  eoneemwg  their  faithfulness  in  con- 
centrsÂion  campa  in  Germany,  to  the  dismay  of  tbe  Nazis.  (In- 
cidentaUy,  copies  of  this  letter  were  tbereaf ter  released  to  the 
press  for  publication,  but  not  a  single  newspaper  dared  prmt 
SQch  favorable  puhlicity  conceming  Jehovah's  servants.) 

Tben  Judge  Rutberford  greeted  tbe  pioneers.  He  expressed 
it  as  a  privilège  to  greet  such  flgbters  for  The  Theocracy,  and 
that  tbe  activities  of  such  a  band  as  thèse  must  "make  some  of  tbe 
*old  woman'  mighty  sick".  Pioneering  men  fled  from  Europe  to 
aeek  and  establish  hère  freedom  of  speech,  of  assembly  and  of 
worsbip  of  God;  they  ne  ver  imagined  that  sucb  freedom  wouJcî 
ever  be  bampered  bere  as  it  is  today  in  tbis  land.  Tbis  is  ail  traced 
to  religion  and  its  allies.  Wben  tbese  bave  finally  closed  down  on 
our  work  bere  and  cry  "Peace  and  safety'"  tben  a  migbty  es- 
plosion  will  oocur  and  blow  oS  tbe  lid.  "You  pioneers  are  in  tins 
witness  work  not  for  selfish  aggrandizement,  nor  to  make  a  iionic 
for  yourselvea,  but  for  tbe  Lord 's  name's  sake."  Isaïah  62 .  10 
inclndes  a  eommand  for  tbe  pioneers:  "Qo  througb  tbe  gâtes!" 
The  gâtes  are  open  for  ail  now,  particularly  the  Lord 's  "other 
shecp".  "Prépare  ye  the  wny  of  tbe  people  !"  This  it  is  your  pnv- 
Dege  to  do  by  telling  tbem  the  tmtb.  "Cast  np  the  highway  !"  Tbat 
is,  .to  walk  in  tbe  Lord's  way  of  nghteousness.  "Gather  out  tbe 
stonesl"  Tbese  are  religion 's  stumblingstones;  gather  them  out 
by  taking  to  tbe  people  God's  Word.  "Lift  up  a  standard  for  ll>o 
people  l"  What  standard  T  Not  Hitler's  swastika!  The  fiag  of 
America  is  a  digni£ed  and  beantifnl  symbol,  whoee  real  meanin^ 
u  "freedom"  and  "ngbts"  of  free  men.  Dcmonized  fiag-wavei3 
try  to  forée  yon  to  bow  down  thereto  in  violation  of  Oon's  law. 
Such  ones  are  the  flrst  to  violate  tbe  lawa  of  tbe  United  Stotes. 
"I  say  to  the  people  of  Missouri,  whene  I  bave  fought  for  tbe 
prmciples  of  democracy,  beeause  I  believed  them  nght .  'Jehovah's 
wituesses  bave  tbe  bighest  respect  for  what  tbe  fiag  represcnts, 
but,  by  God's  grâce,  they  will  not  bow  down  to  antthinc  !' " 
(Applausa)  You  pioneers  are  real  Iiberatois  of  the  people.  Wht-n 
you  go  out  from  thu  convention  you  will  bave  lots  of  seoffing, 
reproftches  and  ridicule,  but  not  by  bonest  men  and  women.  Re- 
joice  in  tnbulation.  Don't  think  you  are  the  wbole  thtng  bccausc 
you  are  a  pioneer.  Keep  on  encouragmg  tbose  who  love  the  Lord 

"Now  CBT  BD3TI" 

Inunediately  followug,  tbe  assembly  cbairmsn  bnefiy  re- 
Tiewed  the  légal  aspect,  and  the  légal  battles  tbe  coemy  bad  thrust 
on  Ood's  faithful  witaesses,  and  that  the  Society  liad  dirccted 
tbem  to  figbt  to  tbe  last  ditcb,  and  that  at  the  grealcst  cxpense  they 
had  done  so  and  gone  np  to  the  Suprême  Court  o£  tlie  nation,  and 
the  SocTETT  was  fighting  for  the  things  for  which  the  flag  stands, 
and  now  many  légal  victones  had  been  won.  In  Germany  hundreds 
of  légal  cases  were  won  before  the  witness  work  was  closed  down 
there  ;  likewise  it  may  be  hère  in  America.  Tben  a  great  outburst 
of  gladness  broke  at  tbe  ehairman's  annooncement  that  Judge 
Rutberford  had  cansed  to  be  pnblished  a  new  32-pBge  booklet 
entitled  "Jehovah's  Servants  Defended",  setting  out  tbe  judieial 
décisions  of  bigb  courts  in  cases  we  had  fought  and  won  ;  he  now 
authorixed  the  release  of  the  booklet  and  a  copy  to  be  given  free 
to  each  one  there.  Tbis  gractous  provision  and  gift  put  a  new 
weapon  in  the  bands  of  the  battling  witn esses  for  use  m  meeting 
Uie  enemy  both  m  the  fietd  snd  before  the  tnbunats 

Tbis  same  day  a  sbarp  judgment  of  tbe  great  Lawgiver  agaïast 
tbe  "evîl  servant"  class  (Matt.  24:48-51}  was  expressed  at  the 
begtnning  of  the  aftemoon's  sessions.  An  ex-army  office r  of  the 
United  States  appeared  on  tbe  platform  and  asked  and  was  grant- 
ed  tbe  privil^;e  to  présent  a  Résolution  conceming  one  Mnyle, 
Said  lawyer  proved  unfaithful  to  his  position  of  trust  in  thn 
Lord's  otgaaization,  dandered  and  abosed  the  Betbel  fatnily  at

BrcKtUyn,  qnît  bis  poet  of  daty,  aod  thereafter  sued  tlie  Socie^ 
and  its  bo&rd  of  directors  «nd  otben  for  $100,000  for  iibe)  be- 
eause  the  f&cts  were  pnbliahed  in  The  Watchtover  for  tbe  pro- 
tectioD  of  Jehovab's  wttnesses  Ibroughoat  tbe  Und.  Tbe  Besoln- 
ttoD  eondemned  encb  eoime  of  aetioa  and  sncb  kcoqim  to  worldly 
courts  as  unscriptural,  imwamuated  asd  nnjustified.  Put  to  a 
Tote,  the  Résolution  was  adopted  witb  «  nnaiiiinotis  "Aye"  by  tbe 
Tast  awemblj  of  more  than  75,000.  Thereafter  copies  of  tbe 
Résolution  were  given  free  to  aU,  to  take  home  witb  them. 

Tbe  aftemoon's  program  concluded  witb  a  ttinvig  epeecb  b; 
one  from  Canada,  vhere  tbe  ranldiig  prelate  of  tbe  greatest  reli- 
gions foreign  power  bas  dictatorîaUy  caosed  Jehovab'a  ovn  or- 
ganizatiOD  to  be  deelared  "ill^al"  and  forbidden,  and  ite  adhérents 
to  be  imprisoned;  but  wbere  tme  Cbristians  cootinBe  to  obey 
God's  eommands  ratber  tban  man's,  and  of  wbom  2,000  were  tb«B 
in  attend ance  at  the  assembly  aod  rejoicing.  An  example  of  a  weU- 
ordered  Théocratie  serviee  meeting,  presented  by  four  yotmg 
workers  from  beadquarters,  and  a  discouise  os  "Khud  and  Hu 
Dagger"  dosed  another  blessed  day. 

8ATURDAY.  AUGUST  fl 

The  event  everywhere  advertieed  for  today  and  esgerly  awaited 
was  the  dehvety  of  the  pnblic  addre»  by  the  président  on  "Corn- 
fort  AU  Tbat  Uoum",  at  3  p.in  Tbe  gieat  pnblicity  campaign 
fa  ad  gone  overl  Kow  105,000  persons  jammed  Tbe  Arena  and 
auziliary  buildings,  tbe  gronnâs  ail  aronnd,  and  the  eleven-mile- 
distant  traiter  camp.  A  private  téléphone  line  eonneeted  .  The 
Arena  platfonn  wilJi  the  Watcs  Tower  beadqoarters  at  Brook- 
lyn and  tbe  administration  bmlding  of  radio  station  WBBR  on 
Stateu  Island,  N.  Y.,  where  otber  audiences  assembled.  Both 
when  tbe  speaker  asoended  the  platfomi  and  when  the  cbairmao 
presented  him  to  speak  the  audience  gave  him  a  great  ovation. 
Tbe  orchestra,  now  augmented  to  126  instroments,  rendered  a 
sélection  sni table  to  tbis  tigiùficant  hour.  Then  tbe  speech  begaa. 
The  publie-addi«ss  syst^m  was  working  at  its  b^  and  ereiy- 
one  in  every  location  conld  bear  well.  The  speaker's  voiee  was  in 
excellent  condition,  and  filled  with  tbe  quality  of  comfort.  Ail 
hoQg  on  his  woids  in  rapt  attention,  only  to  break  out  in  repeated 
applanse,  on  nineteen  oeeasiona. 

Beferring  to  the  cause  of  mooming,  tbe  speaker  stated:  "It 
is  the  tmth  that  will  make  the  people  free  from  fear  and  moom- 
ing.  ReceiTing  tbe  truth,  their  joy  at  once  b^ina,  and  that's  wby 
100,000  on  tbese  grounds  today  are  ail  smilesl"  (Applanse)  A 
référence  to  the  "Axis  Powers"  and  then  to  Daniel  cbapter  eleven 
and  "tbe  kmg  of  tbe  north"  and  "the  long  of  the  sontb"  quickened 
the  audience  into  unnsual  alertness.  Both  "kings"  are  apt  men, 
but  wortd  ruling  power«l  Tben  the  seales  fell  from  the  Iistenera' 
eyes  as  Judge  Rutberford  identified  the  'northem  ktng'  as  the 
ruling  power  wbich  is  totalitarian  and  represented  in  the  Azis 
combine  and  oppoeing  Jehovah's  Tbeocracy  and  tts  servants;  and 
the  'southem  loDg'  as  tbe  vorld  rtJing  power  wbich  mlee  and 
claims  the  nght  to  rule  the  nations  in  the  name  of  Demoeracy, 
and  is  represented  in  the  Bntish  Commonwealtb  of  Nations  and 
supportisg  nations,  but  whicb  also  doea  not  support  The  Théo- 
cratie âovemment.  A  brief  surrcj  of  Daniel  11  :  27-45  f ollowed, 
and  ended  ail  too  soon.  Bat  vben  he  added,  "Tk«  Watcktoioer 
wiU  pablisb  the  same,  that  the  people  of  good-will  may  be  en- 
lightened,"  tbere  was  a  joyout  expreoion  of  satisfaction.  Mor« 
applanse,  later,  when  be  eommented,  on  Daoiel  11  :  45,  "that  will 
mean  tbe  end  of  tbe  Azia  Power*,  indnding  Nasism,  Faamam, 
and  Roiu^riBMt" 

C<meermng  the  good  news  of  The  Tbooeraey  lie  exclainsed: 
"Thaak  God  that  the  message  doea  not  proeeed  from  any  manl" 
(Applanse)  Tbe  foMUment  today  of  Daniel's  propheey  and  ita 
understanding  mean  the  ''«id  of  the  daya"  is  bere,  and  "which 
is  proof  tbat  v«  may  eonfldently  exp«et  Daniel  th«  piopbet  of 
God  to  soon  stand  amongst  tbe  peoples  oo  thia  «aitb  aod  many 
wiU  aee  bim  and  lejoioe".  (Applanse)  Tbe  andiœM  thxilled  again 


into  applanse  when  he  added  that  the  Lord's  people  "are  looking 
for  those  faithful  men  of  God  and  they  will  not  be  surpnsed 
when  tbey  eome".  He  then  proceeded  to  détail  tbe  blesstngs  of 
Ood's  hjngdom,  and  intermpted  to  cry  out,  "I  challenge  any  gov- 
erament  under  tbe  snn  to  pomt  ont  any  bope  that  tbey  hold  out  !" 
(Applanse)  Hore  blessings  deseribed,  and  he  tomed  bis  words 
to  bis  auditon:  "And  it  is  the  dnty  and  privilège  of  tbe  peo- 
ple of  thia  convention  to  tell  the  people  of  Missouri  and  of  ail 
I>arts  of  tbe  land  ahout  Tbe  Tbeocracy."  (Applause)  Kext  a  glo- 
rions  description  of  "tbe  Holy  City";  then  "no  more  death!" 
(Bev.  21:1-4)  As  to  onr  pwriod  of  transition  from  tbe  wicked 
to  the  Theoemtïe  mie,  "soon  tbe  eombined  éléments  of  wicked - 
sess  will  pnt  fortb  tbeir  suprême  effort  m  tbeir  final  endeavor 
to  destroy  ail  wbo  support  The  Theo«raey,  and  they  will  cry 
'Peaee  and  safcty!'  becauae  they  bave  ait  of  Jehovah's  witnesscs 
in  Uie  jngl"  (Applause,  with  smiles  of  understanding)  "They 
sball  fail,  and  nooe  sball  belp  tbem,  because  God  bas  decreed  tt 
so/'  Tben  came  words  of  bope  conceming  the  Axmageddon  sur- 
vivors,  foUowed  by  a  contrast  between  Ute  wicked  and  the  wise  : 
"Tbey  that  be  wise  will  choose  to  serve  the  King  of  glory  end 
reeeive  the  blessings  of  everlasting  life." 

Witb  the  words,  "And  now,  my  good  fnends,  1  am  sure  you 
will  want  to  join  m  seuding  a  message  of  comfort,"  Judge  Ruther- 
ford  read  a  prepared  "message",  addressed  "To  ail  persons  of 
good-will  toward  Jebovah  wad  His  Eing,  Christ  Jésus".  Con- 
elnding  it,  be  pnt  tbe  question,  "If  you  believe  that  this  is  the 
m^vage  of  toving-kindness  tbat  you  wisb  to  send  to  tbe  people, 
say  Aye!"  There  was  a  unanimous  "Aye!"  seconded  by  great 
applause.  During  the  speech  Jndge  Rutberford  appealed  "to  the 
people  of  my  native  state  [Missouri]  to  calmly  look  mto  the 
Bible  for  tbe  bope  of  etemal  hfe"  (Applause),  and  now  be  ex- 
pressed  it  as  a  "great  privilège  to  sprâk  to  tbe  children  of  the 
people  of  thi»  state",  and  he  ssked:  "What  do  world  powers  hold 
foTtht  Nothing!  What  does  The  Tbeocracy  hold  fortb  f"  E^ery- 
tbing  wortb-whdel 

Tbe  speeefa  ended  and  Judge  Rutberford  retired,  but  a  furtber 
joy  awaited.  Before  tbe  speech  tbe  obairman  aimounced  tbat, 
anticipatmg  tbe  great  demand  for  it  in  print,  the  speeefa  bad 
been  publisbed  and  copies  were  on  band.  Now  it  was  announccd 
tbat  ten  copies  of  tbe  new  booklet  "Comfort  AU  That  Moum" 
woold  be  given  free  to  each  one  there  to  distnbote  at  once  to  tbe 
people  of  St.  Louis,  and  without  contribution  ;  but  any  récipient 
so  desiring  and  asking  migbt  c^ntribnte  whatsoever  he  felt  tn- 
clmed.  The  response  to  tbis  opportonity  after  sncb  a  public  ad- 
dress  wa*  electrical,  and  parties  and  mdividusls  seattered  to  ail 
parts,  tbe  slums,  tbe  sidewalks  frootmg  the  "eockatnce  hatchery" 
tbe  Vatiean  mamtsins  m  St.  Louis,  and  otber  locations  conven- 
ient  for  the  quick-distribution  work. 

Other  présentations  on  the  day's  program  were  "Advice  for 
Kmgdom  Pubbshers"  by  tfae  Society's  légal  représentative,  and 
aiso  diseonrsM  on  "Transition"  and  on  "Tbeocracy",  ail  whtcb 
were  received  witb  mnch  aid  and  beneflt.  Tbe  supply  shipped  of 
the  new  booklet  "Comfort  Ail  That  Moum"  was  quicÛy  exhausted 
and  distnbuted  far  and  vide,  and  thua  comfort  trwa  above  was 
spread  to  other  bundieds  of  tboosands. 

StmCtAY,  AUGUST  1«,  "CBILDKEN>S  DAY" 
On  an  oocaaion  la^  spring  Jndge  Rutberford  stated  at  bead- 
quarten  in  Brooklyn,  "This  is  the  day  of  the  ebildieo."  Today 
at  the  auembly  maxked  tbe  time  even  as  sueh.  Tbe  fnll  s^niâeance 
of  what  Atmighty  God  bere  cansed  to  corne  ta  pass  on  this  day 
wiO  (»ity  be  re^ieed  later  tmder  Hia  révélation.  He  ksowa  the 
end  from  tiie  start 

Early  thia  moroing,  at  seven-tbtrty  o'elock,  tbere  was  an  as- 
aembly  of  tbe  candidates  to  bear  tbe  diaeoorse  cm  "Baptism", 
prior  to  tbeir  inuiMinon  ;  wbere  3,903  preeented  themaelves  there- 
for,  of  wbom  1^57  were  children,  and  ont  of  almoat  "ail  nations, 
kmdivdB,  peoide  and  tongnea".  Pools  bad  been  contr»eted  for  m
